II. Preaching in the Synagogue al 


Corinth (w. 4-8). 


1. Though compelled to toll for -a 


living while getting a foothold In 
Corinth, he did not lose sight of hi? 
main work (v. 4). 
He reasoned in 


the synagogue every Sabbath, persuad- 
ing the Jews and Greeks. 


2. His activity was increased when 


Silas and Timothy came (v. 5). This 
resulted from three causes: (1) They 
brought good news from the church at 
Thessalonica (I Thess. 3:6). To hear 
of the steadfastness of those who had 
confessed Christ under our ministry 
puts new vigor Into our labors. (2) 
-They brought pecuniary gifts from the 
Macedonian churches (Philip. 4:35: 
II Cor. 11:9). Being relieved from the 
necessity of toil for a living, they now 
could devote more time and energy 
to the preaching of the gospel. (3) 
Silas and Timothy became assistants 
to Paul in the work, thereby strength- 
ening his hands so as to enable him 
to r-ccentuate his efforts. 


3. Paul opposed (v. 6). 
His in- 


creasea activity was met with In- 
creased opposition. This can- always 
be expected. 


4. Paul announces his purpose to 


turn to the Gentiles (v. 6). 
Because 


of their blashphemy and opposition he 
ceased to work among the Jews. 
There is a time when good judgment 
causes one to abandon work where 
efforts have been fruitless, but it is 
difficult to know just when to do It. 


5. He did not go f^r away (v. 7). 


He remained sufficiently near that 
those whose hearts God touched could 
easily find him. It Is likewise true 
that although Christ is obliged to de- 
part from the soul that refuses Him 
entrance, He lingers with yearning 
love around that heart. 


6. His success (v. 8). Crispus, the 


chief ruler of the synagogue, was eon- 
verted. - Perhaps the severity of his 
action in turning away from them 
rfloved Crispus to action. 


III. Paul's Vision (w. 9-11). 
His experiences since coming to Eu- 


rope were very trying. He needed eri; 
eouragement at this time. It is just 
like the Lord to come at the time of 
the servant's greatest need.. Note the 
Lord's words to him: 
1. "Be not afraid." 
When one is 


executing the .commission of the^Lord 
he need not be afraid.

WHAT SHALL WE EAT. 


For a small family fond of chop 


suey, a home-made variety will be 


found most appetizing. 


Chop Suey.—Cut celery 


into two-inch strips, then 
shred, not too thin; cut 
one onion in bits. 
Fry 


one po,pnd of very thinly 
sliced round steak, which. 
Is cut Into inch squares. 
In suet fat. When brown, 
add/ a little water and 
simmer, adding more wa- 
ter until the meat has 


cooked an hour, then add the vege- 
tables, salt, pepper and a half tea- 
spoonful of sugar with two or three 
tablespoonfuls of Figi sauce, which, 
comes In small bottles, retailing for 
twenty cents. The amount of season- 
Ing depends upon the taste; a spoon- 
ful or two of caramel (browned sugar 
and water) adds a richness of color 
which makes the product more like 
the Chinese chop suey. 


Junket Ice Cream.—This Is not a 


new dish, but the sauce used with it 
makes a rather'unusual one. To one 
quart of rich milk and one cupful of 
cream, warm to lukewarm, add one 
junket tablet, dissolved in a tablespoon- 
ful of water, mix \vell, add one cup- 
ful of sugar and one tablespoonful of 
vanilla; pour into the freezer can and 
let stand in a warm room until the 
junket is set, then chill and freeze as 
usual. When ready to serve, put the 
cream In long stemmed glasses and 
serve with 


Butterscotch Sauce.—Put into a dou- 


ble boiler, set over boiling water, one 
cupful of cream, one cupful of sugar, 
one cupful of dark corn sirup, mlr 
thoroughly and let cook over boiling 
water for one hour; then beat In one 
dessertspoonful of butter and one-half 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract. 


A Delicate Frozen Dish.—Heat a 


pint of cream, remove from the fire 
and add one-half cupful of sugar and 
a teaspoonful of vanilla; stir until the 
sugar is dissolved, then freeze. 
Cook 


one-half cupful of sugar with water 
to dissolve until It spins a thread, 
pour over a beaten egg white and beat 
briskly until cold 
When the cream 


Is partly frozen, open the can, scrape 
down tlip sides and turn In the frost- 
ing. 
Repack and stir until frozen. 


Serve with a thick hot maple sauce, 
flavored with vanilla, and add chopped 
walnuts 
Serve hot over the cream.

Washington.—It has been announced 


by President Harding that the Ameri- 
can members of the forthcoming con- 
ference on limitation of armaments 
and

Charles Evans Hughes, secretary of 
state, Republican ; Henry Cabot Lodge, 
United States senator from Massa- 
chusetts and chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign relations, Re- 
publican ; Ellhu Root, former secretary 
of state and one time senator from 
New York, Republican, and Oscar W. 
Underwood, 
senior 
United 
States 


senator f^om Alabama, Democrat. 


Recently Is was declared that the 


Washington officials felt the confer- 
ence would not be so long drawn out 
as at first It was believed must be the 
case. 
In fact, one or two of the 


officials have said that they believe 
agreements well can be reached with- 
in a limit of three months. There 
has been a change In this feeling 
within "a few days. It is now thought 
to be certain that the conference will 
go well Into the spring and that per- 
haps early summer still may see the 
conferees at work. 


President Harding and Secretary of 


State Hughes have found it necessary 
to call attention to a matter which 
already has been discussed by rhe 
present writer. 
The necessity of 


brevity In newspaper • headlines has 
caused the 
coming conference fre- 


quenly to be called a disarmament con- 
ference. The President and the secre- 
tary of state desire particularly that 
the country should .know that it is 
nothing of the kind, but is a confer- 
ence called to discuss and to agree 
on "limitation of armaments." 


Visitors Not to Be Gouged. 


Washington has been much upset 


by the stories which have gone abroad 
of the Intended gouging by local land- 
lords and local merchants of the 
foreign visitors and the vast throng 
of American visitors who will be here 
during the 
conference. 
The real 


estate board has taken up the matter 
anO xthe •t'arious commercial bodies 
here also have taken it up. It Is now- 
declared that there will be no profit- 
eering 
in 
Washington 
while 
the 


visitors are here, and that any attempt 
at it properly will be checked and 
that if any one succeeds in the actual 
act of gouging, and it can be proved, 
fie will be promptly and properly pun- 
ished. 


It took only oue known Instance to 


start the crusade against profiteer- 
ing in the capital. 
The representa- 


tives of one foreign embassy found a 
house which they knew would be 
suited to the purposes of their' con- 
ference delegation. They asked the 
owner of the house what rent he would 
ask for it for a period of six months. 
He promptly said that he would give 
It over for $3,000 a month. 
This 


meant that the rental would be $18,000 
for the six months. 


The house actually is worth only 


$15,000. 
So It can be seen that the 


renters in six months would have paid 
about $3,000 more than the value of 
the 
property. 
This 
matter 
was 


brought to the attention of the State 
department, and the owner of the 
property in question will continue to 
occupy H Wmself. 
This proved in- 


stance of attempted profiteering hag 
been of service, for It has forced a 
campaign here which will stop like 
things in the future. 


The questions of limiting armaments 


and of solving Far East problems 
first will be taken up in the confer- 
enee, because until they are settled 
It will be almost impossible to take 
any action along lines of armament 
limitation

Far East Problems. 


There are conditions in the Fur 


East which might make for war. 
China looms large as a perplexing sub- 
ject; so does Siberia, and so do some 
of the Islands of the seas. What are 
called spheres of Influence must be 
considered; 
mandates 
under 
the 


League of Nations must be considered, 
and many other things must come in 
the category of necessary considera- 
tion. 


When all these things are fixed, and 


the conferees agree, the matter of 
navies probably wlh be taken up. The 
countries chiefly interested today In 
navy 
limitations 
are 
the 
United 


States Grent Britain and Japan, al- 
though of course Italy and France are 
to some extent Interested. 


As the 
country already 
knows, 


probably pretty definitely, the question 
Of how big an army each nation may 
keep for defensive purposes will form 
one of the chief matter? of dlscu« 
sion. 
It is ft pretty fair prediction 


that when the conference Is rm>r It 
will be found that France will be 'nl 
lowed to reii.in a largfi* forre of <;ol

their own policies firmly fixed in their

'.••w much they can yield and how 
much they must insist upon, but there 
will be in evidence no prearranged 
agreement between any two nations 
as to what course is to be pursued. 
At least there will be no such pre- 
arranged agreement unless it has been 
reached so secretly that the United 
States knows nothing about It. 


It seems today as If prior to the 


meeting of the conference more is to 
be known of the Japanese plans and 
policies than of those of any other 
nation. 
There have been well defined 


differences 
of 
opinion on 
certain 


things between the United States and 
Japan, which are better known and 
understood than the difference*? be- 
tween this country and any other ex- 
cept Japan.- The United States and 
Japan have shown a disposition to 
try to pave the way for an easy set- 
tlement In advance of some of the 
outstanding troubles. Success may or' 
may not come, but there are signs that 
most of the difficulties are believed t<y 
be not Insurmountable. 
News Gatherers to Help One Another. 


When 
the conference begins 
la 


Washington the foreign 
correspond- 


ents who will be present will find their 
American brethren anxious to inter- 
view them at the close of each dtty. 
The Americans also will find that the 
foreigners are equally anxious to in- 
terview them In tarn. 
Every news- 


paper man who comes here from an- 
other country will be one who ha» 
been in touch with the officials of thei 
foreign office of his home government. 


It will be somewhat difficult for 


American newspaper men to get the 
psychology, If that Is what It should be- 
called, of the foreign representatives' 
in the conference. 
The newspaper 


men from the home lands and %\h» 
have served in and about the foreign 
offices will be able to deduce thmg» 
from the words and actions of thein 
country's delegates which American 
newspaper men cannot deduce. Take 
the thing in the reverse, and there will' 
be an understanding of the service 
which .the American correspondents 
who have served in Washington can be 
to their brethren In interpreting the 
moods and manners of the four men 
who will sit' In the council chamber as 
Uncle Sam's representatives.

Ing, or trying to shoot, are the red, 
winged blackbirds, the rail, the reed 
birds, which in the north are known 
as boboiinks. and several species of 
plover. 
As yet the ducks have not 


come down to this action of the 
country from their nesting places in 
more northern latitudes. 


Shooting small game on the marshes 


of the Potomac Is not what It used to 
be. Hundreds of acres of the swampi 
land which afforded a fine cover and) 
feeding place for the birds have been, 
reclaimed and therefore the shootingi 
area today Is somewhat limited, but1 
nevertheless fairly good bags still are 
made, and a good many Washington 
families are enjoying reed bird and], 
blackbird pies, to say nothing of oc-i 
easional broiled bits in the shape oil 
yellow-legged and golden plover.

DEPLETION OF RANGE GRASS 


Injury Caused by Premature Grazing 


and Lack of Utilization of 


Forage Crop. 


<Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Kange depletion is due in a large 


measure to prematuie grazing and to 
lack of uniform utilization of the for- 
age crop, investigations now being car- 
ried on at the Great Basin experiment 
station by grazing specialists in the 
forest service of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture show. These 
ea^perimeflts, which have been con- 
ducted over a four-year period, have 
been for the purpose of ascertaining 
just how certain range bunch grasses 
are affected by different systems of 
grazing. 


It was found that the yield of violet 


wheat grass when removed by cutting 
once In a season, at the tune the seed 
crop matured, was four and two- 
tenths times as large as when It was 
removed four times in a season and 
three and eight-tenths times as large 
as when herbage was removed twice 
in the season. 


Native bi'nne. grass, on the other 


hand, yieldef six times as much when 
harvested t'Vice during the season. 
but thr> yield from one cutting was 
three and thrf>e -tenths times as much as 
\vhen it was i Amoved four times. 
This 


meanti In range revegetation that the 
grass native there must be taken Into 
consideration and a system of grazing 
used that is Suitable to it. 


The experiments also showed the 


striking difference in water content 
in herbage as the reason advances. In 
the leafage of^the violet wheat grass 
harvested once in a season, just before 
seed maturity, the water content aver- 
aged 41 per cent. Plants grazed twice, 
late In the season, contained an aver- 
age moisture content of 51 per cent, 
while plants cropped four times In a 
season contained an average of 79 
per cent of water. Early in the spring 
the young leafage 
may contain as 


much as 85 per cent of water 
This

Is sometimes the cause of many live 
stock losses in the early spring. The 
green feed Is sparse and contains so 
small an amount of food substance 
that It Is necessary for an animal to 
travel great distances to gathef daily 
approximately 85 pounds of succulent 
leafage, which is an equivalent to 16 
pounds of dry hay. 


When' the difference in yield and nu- 


trutive value df the forage, In favor 
of the less-frequently grazed areas, is 
taken Into account, It is cloar thnt fre- 
quent cropping is an extravagant and 
wasteful practice. Furthermore, about 
85 per cent of a bunch-grass cover 
harvested four times Jn a season Is 
Wiled out at the end of the third 
year, thus subjecting the soil to vary- 
ing 
degrees of 
depletion 
through 


erosion.
